Editor Constitution: Every indication seems 
to point to the fact that this congress will 
be known in future history as the ‘‘do noth-. 
Ing ' congress.’’ 

The republicans have falien out. There are 
administration and  anti-administration 
publicans. They refuse to agree on anything 
of a general legislative nature. The demo- 
crats, so far, have failed to agree with either 
branch of the republicans, hence nothing ts 
béing done. . 

The speaker of the house is opposed to the 
Farmers’ Union parcels post. The administra- 
tion is in favor of it and we are hoping that 
we may be able to ring up the administration 
forces with the democratic forces and get 
some kind of a parcels post. The 
tlon does not seem inclined to be enthusiastic 
Over a@ parcels post bill, as they to 
think that it will be almost impossible to pass

The members of the Farmers’ Union tin 
every state should write their congressmen 
and United States senators demanding of 


them that we have a parcels post. This would 
be worth a great deal to the lekislative com- 
mittee here. 

Messrs. Barrett and Jeffords have returned 
home to be gone some two or three weeks.

We have taken up the question of the 
maintaining of the statistical bureau and it 
is my judgment that if not at this session, 
that at the next the Farmers’ Union, with 
other farmers’ organizations of the north, 
can secure a bill requiring the statistical 
bureau to give out itg estimates on the un- 
manufactured cotton, in the hands of the 
Spinners, and on the manufactured and un- 
sold goods. This would show the farmer the 
Other man’s hand and give him (the farmer) 
an equal show wit hother interests. 

It begins to look now like we would soon 
get some legislation that would return the 
$98,000,000 of cotton tax to the south. I find 
& number of republicans who are in favor of 
returning this money. The democrats are 
solid, for in favor it. The only 
thing that will keep us from getting this bill 
through at this time, as it now appears, will 
be the failure on the part of the republicans 
to admit any legislation. 

Members of the union must not think that 
the legislative committees alone can accom- 
piish the purposes for which we were sent 
here. We must have the support of the mem- 
bership, which, of course, I know we will 
have, if they do not become too over-confi- 
dent. They must realize that the politicians 
are afraid of them, and not us. [If they will 
keep this in mind, they will not hesitate to 
write letters asking their congressmen for 
what they want and calling on them to co- 
operate with the committee.

Is What the Panic-Makers Should 
Have Called Their Crusade, 
Says J. *.

good. The general assets of the country 
exceed the liabilities. The people have 
a lasting lesson against extravagance, and, 
with business prudence, which is to 
be exercised on all sides, optimistic feelings 
are justified. 

I feel that we are entering upon a new 
period in business—one in which there will be 
no financial shock for many years to come. 
Panics, unlike most things, always come 
Singly. 

I do not believe that the failures of certain 
weak banks in New York during the current 
week will seriously act as a disturbing fac- 
tor. These banks were practically destroyed 
by the Morse-Heinze fiasco in October. For 
the past forty days money has been flowing 
to New York from every direction, until there 
is an accumulation of funds there sufficient 
to withstand any new money disturbance that 
might arise. Such new disturbance is most 
remote from probability. : 

I do not agree with those who are so un- 
generous as to lay atthe door of the financial 
institutions of New York, or of the wealthy 
citizens of that city, blame, in large meas- 
ure, for our business disturbances. Indeed, it 
would be strange if there should never arise 
in New York a vile character to become a 
factor of business distress; but from much 
dealing with men in high financial station in 
that city, from long and close touch with 
them, I belleve that too much ts not said for 
them when they are placed on a high plane of 
general merit. Of course *there are those 
among them who are not deserving, but 
taking them as a whole, I believe that there 
is in them a full average measure of patriot- 
ism. I believe that the New York bankers, in 
the main, are not only sound in patriotism 
and in honesty, but also in business doctrine. 
That this view is growing !s. in my opinion, 
a healthy sign of the times. 

It is another bright contribution to the out- 
look that BAD FORM (recently, by misnomer, 
called ‘“REFORM’’) is on the wane, and that 
intelligent conservatism is on the up grade. 
Some of the railroads and many law-abiding 
corporations have been unjustly treated in 
the recent past. Everything in the makeup 
of a railroad and its equipment has been 
lifted up, and up, and up in its cost. The 
dealer in iron and steel has forced the rall- 
roads, in the yearg just past, to pay steadily

increasing prices for his products. The lum- 
ber dealer has accomplished as much. So 
have done the operators of coal mines. The 


laborer has been applauded, on all sides, on 
his victories for higher wages. Nevertheless, 
legislators, governors and the governed have 
demanded of the railroads better service at 
lower rates, in many cases, pressing to the 
verge of confiscation, rendering them unable 
to borrow needed money. Nothing else did as 
much ag this in creating the panic. 

But people are beginning to see the true 
light. They have paused and read the hand- 
writing which warns them against he de- 
struction of that great industry which has 
created stupendous wealth for every part of 
our country and afforded employment to mil- 
lions of people whose wages have contributed 
abundantly toward the general business of the 
land. The rallroadg have aided, with a lib- 
eral treasure, the upbuilding of the several 
states, and the states should permit them to 
earn a liberal margin of profit. 

More and more the people are indicating a 
generous disposition toward the railroads.

But there runs a broad, a generous 
and an unmistakable line which sep- 
arates sharply that which fhay be de- 
fined as natural, inborn culture and the 
article which, bewildered by a “little 
knowledges,’ becomes a dangerous or 
a supercilious thing. 

The snobbery of what may be termed 
near-culture, or the culture that can- 
not divest itelf of self-consciousness or 
self-applause, is more exclusive, less 
reflective, and more hopelessly arro- 
gant ‘than that which pertains to the 
aristocracy of title or of wealth. 

The masses are not nearly so unso- 
phisticated, from the standpoint of ap- 
preciating those things which haye 
undergone the winnowing process of 
higher education, as the more astute 
critics seem to think. The more telling 
lines and plays and sttuations of the 
greatest human artist, Shakespeare, 
are part of the very warp and woof 
of, the great popular soul and intellect. 
Perhaps the man or the woman who 
quotes a fragment or a passage from 
some writer sent down to posterity by 
the ages cannot tell you its source. 
That fact does not invalidate the un- 
erring judgment, the accurate appre- 
ciation, the involuntary faculty of 
sifting that which is meaningless and 


ephemeral from that which is stable 
and will live. 
The more intelligible portions of 


Waener’s music, the more delicate and 
appealing of the lyrics and melodies 
which run like golden mosaics through 
all lasting musical productions, com- 
pel breathless attention, the tribute of 
applause, often: the subtler homage of 
tears from men and women to whom 
technical erudition is and always will 
be a meaningless thing. 

Culture is and must be an entity of 
intense democracy. In its spreading 
domain ragged elbows will ever dwell 
on a plane of equality with the silk hat 
and the frock coat. finicky, false or 
pretentious distinctions rob the word 
of its very meaning. Always there will 
be with the true apostle of culture un- 
affected sympathy for the man or the 
woman who may have been denied the 
privileges of academic facilities but 
who, atiheart, can appreciate with a 
pathetic zest those better things that 
the masters of creative art have given 
for humanity’s joy and refreshment.

Roosevelt and the Constitution. 


FEDERAL USURPATION. By Frank- 
lin Pierce. The political and ethical 
unrest of the day is graphically fllus- 
trated in the increasing frequency with 
which men of prominence and integrity 
are taking issue with the energetic 
policies of the present national admin- 
istration, as well as with the stanch 
public sentiment without the support 
of which their progress would be im- 
possible. It would be inexact to say 
that opinion of the better sort is di- 
vided into two, and only two, distinct 
camps—those of the “reactionaries” 
and the “radicals.” 

Divergencies are .larger in number 
and finer in shade than indicated by 
these two fundamental classifications. 

Among the strongest, for instance, of 


what may be termed the subsidiary 
dissenters from the Roosevelt doc- 
trines, are those politicians and pub- 


licists who profess to see in the pro- 
gram of the president and of congress 
a menace to the integrity of the fedenal 
constitution. 

The doctrines of this school of rea- 
soners are trenchantly set forth by 
Franklin Pierce, a well-known student 
of legal and constitutional subjects 
and a member o? the New York bar. 
In the volume with the foregoing cap- 
tion, Mr. Pierce assails what he terms 
the “usurpation” which the president 
and congress, under his coerciogm has 
followed with reference to the magna 
charta of American rights. 

Mr. Pierce marshals in formidable 
array the words and acts of the presi- 
dent which he deems will eventually 
impair the integrity and tndependence 
of the supreme court and the tinviolabil- 
ity of the lawmaking function of con- 
gress. He believes that the road upon 
which the president has set hfs feet 
leads to government by executive order 
to the total disregard of constitutional 
restraints. He would have the bed- 
rock document of American govern- 
ment amended by the proper channels, 
when amendment is’ necessary, not set 
aside by presidential order or congres- 
sional enactment. 

The author holds that Mr. Roosevelt 
directly threatens states rights and that 
he has not shown himself a competent 
judge as to the line of demarcation be- 
tween the jurisdiction of the national 
and state governments. He is of the 
opinion that, often as not, the states 
are more vigorous and effective in find- 
ing remedies for abuses than is the na- 
tional government. He does not like the 
specter of paternalism, which he thinks 
is discernible in recent developments, 
and he views as vicious the precedent 
Mr. Roosevelt is represented as estab- 
lishing in attempting to designate his 
successor. 

Nor is blame confined to the president, 
according to Mr. Pierce. “Government 
by committee,” hidden and concealed 
hearings and germinatings of legislation 
hold the threat of as dangerous usurpa- 
tion as any of the more open invasions 
from the white house. 

The case is strongly presented and is 
of particular interest at a time when 
free and exhaustive discussion of these 
vital questions is under full headway.
